Wasninaton, July 13.—]Special.{[—There 
has been much talk indulged in here today 
over the refusal of Senator Colquitt and 
Judge Stewart tocomply with the request of 
the directors of the Piedmont Chautauqua to 
inviteaita McKinley, of Ohio, to deliver an 
addiess at the Chautauqua. Both -Senator 
Colquitt and Judge Stewart objected to tender- 
ing Mr. McKinley the invitation on the ground 
that they do not want a republican protection- 
ist'to go to Georgia and stir up strife in the 
democratic party. Mr. McKinley, although a 
republican, isa man of great ability and is 
popular equally among democrats and repub- 
licans. Were heto go to.Georgia he would 
deliver an able address, but he is a man of too 
much discretion to attempt to bring up any 
party or sectional issues on such an occasion. 
His speech would be a clear and forcible dis- 
cussion of any subject he might select, without 
a trace of sectional issues. 

Mf. RANDALL WILL NOT PAIR. 

Mr. Randall will not be present to - vote 
on the Mills bill. He would vote against. the 
bill and might, ifheso desired, makea pair 
with some man who will vote for it, thus keep- 
ing down the democratic majority. This he 
refuses to do today. Mr. Glover, of Missouri, 
who is absent at his home. in St. Louis, isa 
democrat who would vote for the bill were he 
present when itis put upon its passage. He 
today telegraphed to the city asking thata 
pair be arranged between him and Mr. Ran- 
dall. The latter would not consent to the 
arrangement. Mr. Glover finally arranged a 
pair with Mr. Browne, of Indiana, who, like 
Mr. Randall, is sick. 

The conference commijtee betwen the two 
houses today on the river and harbor bill held 
two more ineetings,but did net succeed in com 
ing toany agreement. ‘The prospects of the bill 
will not, however, be much longer jeopardized 
by the failure to agree. The princjpal thing 
which the conferees are. at-outs upon is that 
old scheme which involves the Hennepin 
canal. This was put into the bill by the sen- 
ate, and the house conferees refused to accept 
it. Tonight the friends of the Hennepin 
schems acknowledge that they are defeated 
and will give up the fight. This indicates an 
early agreement on the bill. No thought of 
the president vetoing is now entertained. 

THE FULLER CASE. 

The senate will, under an agreement entered 
into by the democrats andthe republicans, 
tomorrow go into executive session and take 
up the nomination of Judge Fuller to be chief 
justice of the United States, with the expecta- 
tion that it will be disposed of before adjourn- 
ment is reached. If the matter is finally dis- 


‘posed of tomorrow, Justice Fuller will be un- 
- doubtedly confirmed. 


It isnot thought that 
the republicans will persist in any further 
delay.

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, inveighed against 
the Injustice of making cotton ties freé, while 
hoop iron was retained on the dutiable list. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, could not 
understand howa northern democrat could 
vote to place a duty on hoop iron and to place 
cotton ties on the free list, unless it were trne 
that as before the war, cotton was king. King 
cotton was arain making northern dongh-faces 
come tothe front. The people of the west 
were going toremember this thing. and would 
see that thé south should not again sit in the 
saddle and dominate the northern states, con- 
trolling legislation in the interest of the south 
as against the north. 

Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, inquired 
whether Mr. Byane would be willing to place 
all hoop iron on the free list, and was answered 
by an emphatic negative. - 

Mr. Townshend suggested that there was a 
hoop iron manufactory in the gentleman’s dis- 
trict; and that, therefore, the gentleman was 
arsuing in the interest of a mononoly which 
was levying a tribute on every honest furmer. 

The gentleman said flatiy and plainiy in his 
declaration that he would not put hoop iron on 
the free list; that he loved the men who were 
engaged in the hoop iron industry better than 
he did the men who toiledall day and needed 
iron to bale their hay. 

Mr. Bayne inquired why the gentleman had 
nct offered an amendment placing on the free 
list hoop iron which his constiiutents con- 
sumed in baling hay. 

Mr. Towfishend replied that the bill, unlike 
the tariff billof the republicans in the forty- 
seventh congress, which had been framed in 
caucus, had been prepared by the proper com- 
mittee. It was not the outcome of caucus 
action, and he had not had ah opportunity to 
amend the bill, such as the gent!eman had had 
when in the forty-seventh congress the bill 
had been put through the house under whip 
and spur caucus command and dictation. 

Mr. Stewart, of Georgia, was glad that an 
opportunity was presented to test the sincerity 
of the republican pariy in its professed love 
forthe colored man, for two-thirds of 6,000,- 
000 bales of cotton produced in the south were 
produced by solcnel labor, and the tax on cot- 
ton ties was a tax directly affecting their in- 
terests. 

Mr. MeShane, of Nebraska, offered an 
amendment piecing on the free hist all iron

On motion of Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, the 
duiy on china, porcelain, earthen, stone or 
crockery ware, was increased from 45 to 50 per 
cent advaiorein. 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, offered an 
amendment striking ont the scheduie and in- 
serting the schedule of the existing law. Ke- 
jected after a protracted debate. 

The next paragraoh cailed un was that re- 
lating to the green and colored glass bottles. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, moved to 
make the duty one cent instead of three- 
quarters of a cent per pound. The amendment 
was adopted. 

He aise ofered other coinmittee amendments, 
striking out the flint and lime g'ass bottle 
paragraph; raising the duties on cylinder and 
crown glass polished, not above twenty-four by 
sixty inches, trom fifteen to twenty cents per 
square foot, and above that size from twenty- 
five to thirty cents; on unpolished cylinder and 
common window glass, not exceeding ten by 
fifteen inches, from one cent to one and three- 
eights cents per pound; on sizes- not exceeding 
sixteen by twenty-four inches, from one and 
one-fourth cents to one and five-eights cents; 
on sizés not-exceecding twenty-four by thirty 
inches, freém one aud one-lalf to two cents; 
sizes ubove that from one and three-fourths to 
two and one-balf cents, 

‘The amendments were all agreed to. 

The question of duty on imported tea was 
next taken up, and Mr. Mills moved to strike 
cut the clause fiximg the rate of duty at thirty- 
five cents per pound, tuus restoring the present 
duty. 

Mr. LaFollette, of Wisconsin, spoke five 
minutes upon this motion and desired a 
further five minutes, but this Mr. Mills de- 
clined to yield, and upon his motion the com- 
mittee rose for the purpose of limiting the de- 
bate. 

Mr. Mills moved that all debate on the pend- 
ing paragraph be limited to one minute, and, 
ihe republicans being again refused five min- 
utes, declined to vote, thus leaving the house 
Without a quorum. 

Mr. Mills then moved that the house take a 
recess until eight o’clock,a session having 
been ordered for tonight for the consideration 
of labor bills, but as the journal showed the 
absence of a quorum this was ruled out of 
orcer. 

Mr. Mills moved to adjourn, and on a stand- 
ing vote the motion was carried. 

‘Lhe yeas and nays were ordered, but the vote 
ordering them was subsequently reconsidered, 
and, by virtue of the standiug vote, the house, 
at 4:05 adjourned.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 18.—[Special.J— 
The state republican convention met at noon, 
and effected a temporary organization, select- 
ing H. Clay Evans, of Chattanooga, chairman, 
and G.@. Boyd, of Montgomery,. secretary. 
Mr. Evans spoke brietly, and the usual com- 
mittees were then chosen on credentials, or- 
ganization and platform. A new. state execu- 
tive committee was also selected. At the 
afternoon session permanent “organization was 
effected by electing W. W. Murray, of Carroll, 
chairman, and Vernon 8S. Whiteside, of 
Hamilton, secretary. The platform was 
thengadopted. It indorses the Chicago plat- 
form aud the nominations of Harrison and Mor- 
ton: declares for the Blair bill; favors exemp- 
tion of a thousand dollars worth of property for 
each citizen from taxation; opposes the pres- 
ent state assessment law ; opposes the taxation 
of wheel agents; denounces the convict lease 
system; indorses the ‘Tennessee industrial 
schoo}, and calls on all who believe in protect- 
ing American labor to vote for the republican 
candidates , The nomination of a candidate for 
eovernor was then declared in order, and 
David A. Nunn, Lewis T. Baxter and Samuel 
Hawkins placed in nomination. Baxter led 
on the first ballot, but on the second ballot the 
convention stampeded to Hawkins, and before 
the ballot was concluded he was nominated by 
acclamation. He is considered a good man. 
He is a strong prohibitionist.

BOWLES- MAKES HIS STATEMENT 


He Tells All About the Dynamite Plot and 
Who Were Engaged in It—Letters 
From Bavereisen. 


Cuicaco, July 18.—The greatest crowd yet 
assembled to witness the court proceedings 
against the Burlington dynamiters was present 
today. Further examination of the informer, 
Alexander Smith was waived. 

Another sensation was sprung upon the de- 
fense this morning. John Wilson, one of the 
prisoners, who was arrested with Broderick 
and Bowles, as an arch-conspirator and as a 
brotherhood engineer, coolly left bis seat in 
the group of which Broderick and Bauereisen 
were members, and walked over tothe side of 
the room where the prosecuting attorney sat, 
and took a chair beside Dawees, with whom he 
began to chat in a friendly manner. Then it 
was developed that Wilson was not an en- 
gineer, not a brotherhood man, and not even 
Wilsen. His name is John Mullegan, and he 
is a Pinkerton detective, and not only is this 
the case, but it appears he has had the confi- 
dence of all the prisoners and their attorneys. 

The expose was brought about by the law- 
yers too closely pressing the cross-examimation 
of Superintendent McGinn, of the Pinkerton 
detective agency. who was on the witness 
stand. The superintendent had the alternative 
of an awkward refusal to answer a pertinent 
question concerning Wilson or cause the latter 
to show up in his true colors. MicGinn chose the 
latter. Wilson, or Mulligan, obeyed a motion 
and quickly sprang across the room to the side 
of the prosecution. When the commotion sub- 
sided Superintendent McGinn related the 
circumstances of Broderick, of the conspira- 
tors, throwing a mysterious letter out of the 
car window at the time of the arrest, and the 
subsequent recovery of the letier. The motive 
of Broderick in ridding himself of the missive 
and the extreme secretiveness of the olticials 
in guarding its contents is not apparent, ‘Lhe 
letter was as follows: 

Tom Broderick—Dear Sir and Brother:—I just re- 
ceived a letter fugm Bowles, from Glonwiaala Junc- 
tion, Mo. I donot know whefe to write to him, so 
he will get my letter. You should have made ar- 
rangements With him. Will let you kuow if I can 
get him soon as possible. Let me know where to 
address you every time you write, I will always 
write to the committeeman. You can get your 
mail from ibere. Thai's the surest way. 

J will direct to you in care of them, and teil them 
to return letter it you have jefithere. I will try to 
find J, A. B., assoon aslIcan and get him to work, 
It vou hearof him te!] him to come to Anrora, 
unless you want hing with you. Your hard striker,

The letter was written on one of the broth- 
erhood letter heads, dated Aurora, June 20, 
1886, and was addressed to ‘‘Tom Broderick, 
Kansas City. Mo.” 

Bowles, the engineer who accepted work 
from the Burijington company after the strike 
began and subsequently became a member of

stand as an informer, was the next witness of 
importance. He began by telling of the 
secret meetings in Aurora. He said: 

‘‘Chief Banereisen made astatement that we 
should do something; that the company was 
getting ahead of us. Hesaidthat it would not 
dofor nim to do anything in the use of dyna- 
mite. After the meeting was over some con- 
versation passed between him and myself, and 
I made the statement to him that I Knew how to 


use it; that [had seen it usedin grave digging. 
He wanted te know if l could get any of it. L. 


told him I though I could. Ha gave me $7.50 
to getit. That wastwo weeks after I was 
initiated. I was initiated April 28, 1888. Gold- 
ing, the defendaut, was among those at the 
meciing. 

‘The informer told of his expeditions to towns 
to purchase dynamite aud how Bauereisen had 
sent him with ft to Geo. Clark, in Galesburg, 
aleading engineer, who was arrested today. 
They went out to get him to place iton the 
track and it was this dynamite that Bowles 
buried and which Bowles dug up yesterday. 
Telling of his talk with Bauereisen about the 
explosion on the ‘*Q’’ track, near Aurora, wit- 
ness said that Bauereisen said it would have 
cood effect. ‘‘He also told me,’’ continue 
witne@ss, ‘‘that incertain partsof the town, 
there was a frame house and that under it was 
a sewer running across the street. ‘the house 
was awscab boardinghouse and was filled with 
scabs. Bauereisen wanted Aleck Smith and 
meto get under the house by thesewer and 
place a bomb there and blow up the house. I 
told him that that would be murder, and would 
not do it.”’ 

The witness further implicated in the con- 
spiracy George Clark, a striker who wasarrest- 
ed at Galesburg yesterday, by sending a letter 
from Bavuvereisen, in which the latter said that 
George Clark wanted some of the ‘‘goods’’ 
(dynamite) ; for him (Bowles) to hurry up and 
give some ‘goods’ to Clark. The witness 
thereupon bought two pounds of dynamite and 
gave itto Clark. He received another letter 
from Bauereisen, teHing him to hurry up with 
the ‘‘goods’’ to Creston, la., where they were 
needed. He then went to Creston and deliy- 
ered four pounds of dynamite to Broderick. 

Continuing, he said he received the follow- 
ing letter from Bauereisen June 27, 1588: 

J. A. Bowles—Dear Sir and Brother: If you think 
that the man you spoke ot is watching you don’t do 
anything to make yous uspicious, I think you 
could give him the slip very easily in the night by 
tuking a walk tothe next town, and if he should 
follow you shoot him, for I would not have any 
mercy on any ——~— —— ——that would follow me. 
If vou think that it is best~- you had better go home 
or to Cincinnati for a situation somewhere and give 
up the subbing business. I wish you woulda let me 
kpow your address when you make a change. 
Proderick wrote me to haye you by 5:35 to Kansas 
Cty. but itold him I did not know where to-find 
you. Don’t get any “goods,” for reasons which 
you Can guess.

Rowles could not swear the letter was in 
Bauereisen’s handwriting, but from the fact 
that they had corresponded about the matter 
mentioned, he was satisfied of its authenticity. 

sowles was also allowed to explain the con- 
tents of the letter received by him from Bauer- 
eisen at Noblesville, enclosing money and in- 
structions to take ‘plenty of goods to Creston.’”’ 
By ‘‘goods,’’ he said dynamite was meant. 

Under cross examination Bowles admitted 
he had told both attorneys for the defense 
while in the county jail that he was an inno- 
cerit man; that he did not know anything of 
who used the dynamite and that he had lied 
repeatedly as to his innocence. ‘But,’ he 
added, naively, ‘‘I was not on oath then.”

NOT EVEN GINGER ALE 
Can the Thirsty Iowan Quaff—The Bar- 
keeper’s Last Dodge Gone. 


Warkr.oo, Iowa, Juty18.—Judge Couch has 
decided. that ginger ale*‘must go,’ in the 
cases @f.certain saloon keepers in Buchannan 
county, vho have been selling ginger ale, 
which gontains 3 per cent of alcohol. It was 
claimed the drink contained so little alechol 
that a heavy man would have to drink a large 
quantity to become drunk. The judge holds 
that if there is any malt in it, and it would 
produce intoxication if taken in any quantity, 
it comes under the ban of the law. This 
knocks the last prop from under the saloon 
keepers in this district. The court granted a 
perpetual injunction against the building§ and 
saloon men and ordered the sheriff to proceed 
at once and close the saloons and sell the fix- 
tures to meet the costs.

Burns the Store. 

CuicaGo, July 18.—Fire broke out about 11 
o’clock this a. m., in the magnificent buildin 
on the northeast corner of Monroe street anc 
Wabash avenue, numbers 160, 1112 and 164 
Wabash avenue. The corner building, which 
was numbered 160 and 162 Wabash avenue, 
was oceupied by the Chicago Carpet company. 
The butlding on the north of this was occupied 
on the first ffoor, the fourth floor, part of the 
fifth floor and the basement by the piano man- 
ufacturing firm of Julius Bauer & Co.; on the 
second floor by the Standard Musical and 
Manufacturing company, which made and 
dealt in musical instruments, other than 
pianos, 

The buildings were owned by John Dekover. 
The fire originated in the basement of the 
north building, where piano boxes and rub- 
bish were stored. Both buildings were com- 
pletely gutted. The loss on buildings is $125,- 
000. Insurance $75,000. The Chicago Carpet 
company’s loss is about $75,000,of which about 
$50,000 is total, as there was uninsured stock 
valued at that sum had just been rectéived 
from New York. Julius Bauer’s stock was 
valuedat $150,000 and was entirely destroyed... 
The stoek was insured, but the amount is not 
yet obtainable. The Standard Music com- 
pany’s loss is about $23,000. The News says 
that the fire was incendiary and that susicion 
points toa porter whom Bauer & Co, dis 
charged a short time ago.

Row Between Whites aud Blacks in Ten- 
nessee. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July '18.—A_ special to 
the American from Carthage, Tenn., says: 
On Kettle ¢reek,in Clay county, about ten 
miles from Celina, there exists considerable 
feeling over a killing that occurred last Satur- 
day. Tom Taylor, a white man, one of the 
party, escaped from jail at Franklin, Tenn., 
a short time ago, was in that section, which is 
avery wild neighborhood, hiding from the 
ofticers. Last Saturday he passed by the house 
of an oldnegro named Zeke Coeand demanded 
his dinner.

In his 
last hours he talked incoherently about the 
war, and gave commands, talking to imagina- 
ry soldiers, and joking with comrades who 
were with him on the tented field. His son 
came from Tennessee only a few hours before 
he died, but he failed to recognize him. After 
daybreak the decline in the _ sufferer’s 
condition was rapid.

It was preeisely 
twenty-eight minutes past eleven o’clock when 
death came to his relief. When he passed 
away he was surrounded by the loved ones of 
his household.

A Sketch of His Life. 

John Keely was born forty-eight years ago 
in Ireland. He came of sturdy stock. His 
parents stood high in the county where they 
jived. They were honest, intelligent and re- 


r ligious people, and these virtues were trans- 


mitted to the bright young boy who was des- 
tined to win fame and fortune in another land. 
Young Keely possessed a remarkable 
physique, and was as muscular and active as 
an athlete. He was restive and was eager to 
be thrown upon his own resources so that he 
could show of what stuff he was made. He 
received a common school education before 
leaving his home. In his school days he 
showed a penchant for mathematics, and was 
always fond of figuring. It was predicted 
when he was quite a youth that some day he 
would become an accomplished financier. 
While still in his teens he left Ireland and 
came to America. Landing in New York 
with a scanty supply of money and a good 
stock of honesty, energy, pluck and common 
sense, he set out in search of employment. 

It was not long before he was acierk in the 
vast establishment of A. T.* Stewart. Here 
he remained several years. He made himself 
useful to his employers and devoted all his 
time to mastering the details of the business. He 
displayed a singular aptitude for the dry goods 
trade and it was not long before he was re- 
garded as one of the most efiicient clerks in 
the establishment. Finally he conceived an 
idea that in the south he would find a better 
field and he leftthe metropolis in 1857, and 
went to North Carolina. The next year he

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., July 18.—[Special.]—

Macon is Taiking Abouta Lineto 
' Birmingham. 


The Southern Passenger Association—An Im- 
proved Air Brake—Low Rates to Em- 
ployes—Brief Mention. 

Macon, Ga., July 18.—{Special.J—A few 
days since allusion was made to the fact that 
an effort was being made to revive the scheme 
of building the Macon and Birmingham and 
endeavor to point out the many advantages 
and benefits the line would be to Macon. 
Since that time two or three meetings were at- 
tended by certain prominent railroaders, non- 
residents of Macon, who are interested in the 
project,and while they do not wish their 
names to be made public just yet, they assert 
positively that the prospects of building the 
road are very bright and encouraging, and de- 
clare that with the proper support 
from Macon and _ her people __it 
is only a matter of a short time when the work 
will begin. Macon should respond liberally. 
No enterprise is more fraught with good to our 
fair sister. It would place us on the direct 
highway between New York via Sayannah, 
and Kansas City via Birmingham. ‘It would 
open up the coal and iron fields of Alabama 
and the graneries of the west. The tide of 
northern and western travel would flow right 
throngh our gates, and we would reap a har- 
vest of golden wealth. 

Such a line would open up a new territory 
to our busipess houses, a section between here 
and the Alabama line, that we do not touch 
now, but the Macon and Birmingham road 
would put it right at our doors. It would help 
build up the town, increase the volume of 
business and multiply population.

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THE NEW BARRACKS. 


The State of the Work and the Amount of 
the Appropriations. 


The news of the additional appropriation to 
the new Atlanta barracks was favorably com- 
mented oneverywhere yesterday. 

The barracks will be a welcome addition to 
Atlanta. 

In Tue Constitvtion’s report of the action 
of congress, the following statement appeared : 

“The department bere insists that the barracks at 
Atlanta‘was intendedto cost only $200,000, but $109, - 
oo rE n expended, and yet they are not fin- 
ished.’’ 

‘*That statement,’”’ said a gentleman inter- 
ested, ‘is not strictly correct. The original 
estimated cost of the building alone was $340,- 
000. Plans were afterwards pogo and ac- 
cepted in which the estimated cost was $500,- 
000. With improvements in gradiug, water 
supply, etc., the estimated cost of the whole 
post was placed at $600,000. 

“There has been expended and contracted 
for in the building line $186,000 up to date, 
and to complete tle whole post and make it 
ready for ase, $385,000 more will be required. 
bringing the total cost somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the estimated $600,000.’’ 

THE Constitution’s informant remarked 
that what is needed at present is for congress 
to appropriate enough to finish the post, or at 
least $200,000. Judge Stewart has introduced 
a billto that effect, but it has not been re- 
ported. He said that no complaint from the 
government had as yet reached his ears. 

Tt is true that at one time General Sheridan 
suggested $200,000 for the erection of this post, 
but that was before the plans were prepared, 
and since the plans placing the cost at $500,000 
have been adopted, it will be finished on that 
basis. Up to date there has been a total] ex- 
penditure of about $245,000. 

Out of the eighteen buildings contracted for, 
fifteen have been completed, and are now 
ready for occupation. ‘Ghe post will contain 
from five hundred to seven hundred soldiers.

An Income Tax. 

When Congressman Johnson, of North 
Carglina, during the debate on the Mills 
bill, proposed an amendment repealing the 
internal revenue system, he not only com- 
pelled the republican minority to advertise 
{itself asasham anda fraud, buthe gave 
Congressman Candler an opportunity to 
make a suggestion that ought to receive 
prompt attention from the party that isin 
favor of relieving the poor man of unjust 
and unnecessary taxes. 

Congressman Jolinson’s amendment was 
vigorously opposed by Mr, MeMillin, who 
declared that the repeal of the internal 
revenue would take $120,000,000 out of the 
treasury, whereas the surplus was only $70,- 
000,000, and he asked how the deficiency

could be raised. Congressman Candler, who } 


isa wide-awake representative, promptly 
replied that the deficiency could be raised 
by means of an income tax. 

It is not reported that Mr. MeMillin had 
anything to say on this point, for Congress- 
man Candler’s proposition is not one that 
could be consistently opposed by any demo- 
crat. The republican party imposed an in- 
come tax during, or immediately after, the 
war, but the levy got so close to the skin of 
the rich men that it was repealed. 

There can be no-sort of an objection to 
euch a tax. Every argument against it 
must be based on the proposition that the 
rich man ought to pay no taxes. The demo- 
cratic theory, if not the democratic practice, 
is that the rich ought to pay the greater 
part of the taxes levied for the support of. 
the government; but, asa matter of fact, 
they pay a very small proportion of them. 
The great bulk of the taxes fa!] on the poor. 
Take the Astors, the richest men, by long 
odds, in this country—all the taxes on their 
houses and real estate are paid by the poorer 
ynen who are their tenants. 
would remedy this to a great extent, for it 
would reverse the whole business of tax-pay- 
ing and compel the rich to pay their share. 

And why shouldn’t they pay their share? 
When their property is in danger, the gov- 
ernment is expected to afford them protection 
—the militia is called out to defend them, 
and all the powers of the people are invoked. 
This protection is more valuable to the rich 
than it is to the poor, and the rich man 
ought to be compelled to pay for it.

We should like to hear from some of our 
railroad friends in regard to the status and 
prospects of the melon business. If we 
scem to insist ou discussing this matter, it 
must be borne in mind that the subject isa 
very interesting one—interesting to the 
farmers of Georgia, interesting to the rail- 
roads, and interesting to THE ConstTITU- 
TION. 

Several years ago, when we were advising 
the farmers 6f the state to engage in the 
growing of melons for shipment to the 
morth and west, one of the arguments em- 
ployed by us was to the effect that while 
the demand might be comparatively small 
at first, the m¥rkets would continue to in- 
crease each season. We declared, moreover, 
that the railroad managers would aid the 
shippers, if only for the purpose of foster- 
ing the production of a new and profitable 
article of freight. 

Well, the markets have increased every 
year, and the demand for Georgia melons 
during the present season has been so great 
that the railroads have been unable to fur- 
mish the growers with a suflicient number 
of cars to transport the melon crop of south- 
west Georgia. Nevertheless, the growers 
are discouraged, They have made no money. 
Ina great many instances the melons hare 
not paid the cost of handling and transpor- 
tation; and this, in the face of the faet. 
that the market has not been glutted, and 
that prices have averaged higher than ever 
before. 

_ Now, we want some of our railroad friends 
to tell Tue Constitution, and through 
Tue CONSTITUTION the farmers, where the 
trouble lies.

Captain Keely's Death. 

There are very few, if any, of its citizens 
that Atlanta could less afford to spare than 
Captain John Keeiy, whose death occurred 
yesterday, after but a brief illness, resulting 
from a wound received during the war. 

The annonncement in yesterday's ConstI- 
TUTION that he was seriously ill was read 
with surprise, and the geheral sympathy ex- 
pressed for bim was a high tribute to his 
extensive acquaintance and bis widespread 
popularity. 

Of great persona] magnetism, genial dis- 
position, of the strictest integrity both in 
his social and business life, kind-hearted and 
charitable, generous as a man, and liberal 
and enterprising as a citizen, Captain 
Keely has long been one of the most popu- 
lar of the well-known men of Atlanta. 
His name has long been a household word 
not only in the city but throughout the 
state, and in the management of the great 
business which he built, his career has been 


an inspiring example of what pluck, enter- 


prise and honest dealing can accomplish. 


‘He has always possessed the entire confi- 


dence of those‘who knew him, and in all of 
his transactions his name is unclouded with 
a single reproach. 

In the prime of his life, and the picture 
of physical strength, his death is the result 
of a wound received in the battle of Ben- 
tonville, among the last of the battles of the 
war. As a soldier he was noted for his 
bravery, serving with distinguished gal- 
Jantry throughout the war, and was one of 
the most popular of the comrades of his 
command. He enlisted with the 19th Geor- 
gia volunteer regiment, and was captain of 
company B when his wound took him from 
the ficld, a few months beforethe surrender. 
On recovering he returned to Atlanta, 
where he had previously located in 1803, 
and as a penniless veteran laid the foundation 
to the business which he afterwards pushed 
to such great proportions. But a few 
months ago he arranged to retire from the 
dry goods business to go into that of bank- 
ing, and in severing his connection with 
mercantile ranks he carried with him the 
good will of everybody into his new life, 
which promised him a relaxation and rest 
from his many years of continued effort 
and hard work. 

Captain Keely will be missed in all of the 
connections which made him to Atlanta 
what he was, but in the estimation with 
which he was held, and the sorrow which 
mourns his taking away, he leaves a monu- 
ment befitting the nobility and worth of the 
man. 


Fractious Dakota. 

A statehood convention has just been held 

in Dakota, at which the question of the ad- 
mission of the territory into the union as 
two states, instead of one, was discussed in 
all its bearings. Among many resolutions 
which the convention adopted was the fol- 
lowing: 
- And we pledge oursetves that in case the results 
of the coming presidential election shall be adverse 
to Dakota, ard shall place in power men and parties 
whose policy and measures shall threaten Dakoia 
with perpetual or indefinite colonial vassalage, we 
will have the ability and courage to take such other 
measures as we lawfully may for the reliefof the 
people of these two States, 


and in order that the public may receive the 
full benefit of the position which the people 
of the territory take,they should define their 
attitude more clearly. They should let the 
public know what they mean by stating that 
they ‘‘will have the ability and courage to 
take such other measures’’ in the event of 
democratic success in the coming election. 

The democratic party should not, and 
will not agree to the admission of this 
.territory as two states. If Dakota really 
wants to get into the-union, there is a way 
-in which it can be very easily accommodated. 
It will be admitted like Texas, Colorado, 
California and others, now states, were, and 
‘not according to its own demands. 

There is neo satisfactory reason why 
Dakota should be divided into two states, 
and the democratic party will certainly not 
agree to give the republican party the only 
advantage which such a course 
would bring about, unless it be- 
comes apparent that by so doing some 
real benelit, either to the people of the ter- 
ritory or to the country, would result. There 
is no more reason why the territory should 
be divided into two states, thus giving the 
républicans two more senators than they 
would be entitled to, than that Texas should 
be divided into six states, thus giving the 
democrats ten more senators. 

The fact that Dakota has assumed a 
threatening attitude will not alter matters.

It 
should also be observed, to those who look 
upon the shameful record as impeaching the 
morality of the day, that the defaulters are in- 
significant in number compared with 
the number of trusted employes who 
neyer go wrong. There are plenty of honest 
men in the world inspite of these defalceations, 
but the newspapers have noreason to make 
note of them except in this general way.

The great amount of 
iron cresting on the combs of houses is a source 
of danger. The trouble may be obviated by 
connecting the cresting and the earth bya 
strip of conducting meta]. All that is neces- 
sary for a lightning conductor is a copper 
wire, say about the size of an electric light 
wire, in good connection with the earth.”

No one then, of course, anticipa- 
ted his early death, but it was remarked by 
one of a party who saw him crossing the street, 
that the judge being an old man and unused to 
such heated canvassing, might fall under the 
excitement, and so he did. He made no ex- 
pression of compiaint of any kind last night. 
He retired early and no complaint was made 
during the night, and up to this morning but 
his sleeping, as his daughter thought, at- 
tracted her attention, and on going to his 
room and opening the door—no response being 
given to her rapping—she found her father 
cold in death. . He was a prominent citizen of 
the county, respected by all classes, and much 
admired and honored for the upright and con- 
sistent. Christian life he had led, He was an 
active member of the Baptist church, and 
took a leading part in all the Baptist associa- 
tions.

AfterZa talk of ten minutes-he said 
that the most; learned and erudite professor 
from universities of the north and south ha 
been gathered together for this purpose, aga h 
doubted if so learned and potent an array has 
ever set together on a southern platform. The 
Chautauqua had left in the hands ofjDr. Ha 
per, of Yale, the selection of the faculty, an 
he had gathered the best men he couk 
get, each in his specialty. As for the 
rest the university would be run as advertised 
If but one student appeared for one schoo) 
that professor would remain “during the fou 
weeks and teach that student, at whateve 
cost, and whatever inconvenience. No visito 
to Chautauqua should say that he had come i 
response to the advertisements and had foun 
that tho professor of the department he wishe; 
to enter was gone. If one student for eac 
department appeared, therefore the, college 
would be conducted as advertised. ‘ 

Professor McClintock was introduced by Mr 
Grady, and stated that he would explain in ¢ 
few words what the Summer college proposer 
todo. It had been a success at Chautauqua i 
New York, and there'were now more student 
at work in Chautauqua university than in al 
American universities combined. The plan is 

simply to take one or two studies, bring td 
them the intelligence of a mature mind, and 
continue during the coming year the reading 
to parser One in that department. The amoun 
of learning that can be amassed by no more o 
such study than is a recreation ‘and an inspi 
ration is amazing. Professor McClintock the 
read a list of the professors, and what ecac 
would teach. They came from universities 
ranging from Yale college to the university of 
Texas. He felt sure that the Piedmont col 
lege would be a success. 

Dr. Moore was then introduced and state 
that the confidence of the Piedmont Chautau 
qua was shown by the fact that they had r 
moved the Institute of Hebrew from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, where they had over fifty 
scholars last year, to Chautauqua where for 
this year they expected not near so many.

fhe Hole in Houston Street Being Filled Up 
~To Stop at Courtiand—What Com- 
missioner Mahoney Says. 


The digging for the sewer on Houaston street 


has caused a good deal of complaint among 
residents of the locality —complaint because of 
inconvenience and because it was thought that 
the health of residents was endangered.

A Houston street.man said yesterday: ‘‘No, 
there are no complaints just now, because the 
hole is nearly filled. Somedays ago. however, 
when the work was proceeding very slowly 
with a small foree, the people down this way 
began to murmur about the big ditch in the 
middle of the street, and were on the 
eve of raising a great howl, when 
suddenly the Officials increased the work- 
ing force aud the ‘filling in’ went right 
along. If that ditch had remained open many 
days longer it would have made Houston street 
too unhealthy to live on.’’ 

“Is it a good piece of work ?’’ 

“Well, [doubtit. The intention was to 
build the sewer so as to make it connect with 
the small sewer pipe running down from 
Pryor street to Courtland avenue. They 
dug 60 deep down that they 
missed making this connection about eight 
feet, which is a Very big miss. you know. But 
we are 80 happy at the thought of getting the 
street put to right again that we are willing to 
overlook little errors in engineering. Suppose 
they have done the best they cone under all 
the circumstances, just as the people of Hous- 
ton street have been forced to do for the last 
six weeks.”

The Longest Debate on Record—A Vote on 
the Bill Next Saturday — Prob- 
able Action of the Senate, 


WasuIneton, July 19.—[Special.}—Th 
at tariff debate is at an end. The considera 
Sie of the bill was concluded at 2:30 o’ciock 
today, when it announced that a vote 
would be taken on rday, after a short clos 
ing speech by Mr. MUIB, the chairman of the 
ways and meaas committee.

One 
hundred and fifty-four speeches were made 
during the general debate, lasting twenty 
three days. Twenty-eight days or one hundre 
and twenty hours has been devoted to debat 
under the five minute rule. 

When the vote is taken a 
11:30 o'clock on Saturday, the bill wil 
pass the house by a majority of between ter 
and fifteen votes, which is due to the fact tha 
the bill has been so modified that it is now more¢ 
of aprotection thana free trade document. 
and aimost every democrat in the party wil 
vote for it. In* ct, eontrary to former expec 
tations, very few democrats will vote agains 
the bill. Mr. Foran, of Ohio, who has beer 
so bitterly opposed to it, said today that hg 
could not vote for the bill, but he did not wan 
to vote with the republicans against it, and he 
therefore, was in doubt whether he would yot 
at all.
